of a series of discussions before the 
City club, on the fundaraental reasons 
for supporting the democratic, the re-

Mr. Hollomon presented the demo- 
eratie side. First, he presented the 
origin of the democratic party, calling 
attention to the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, the eonstitution, the Mon- 
roe doctrine and the fundamental 
principles of equal rights, freedom of 
conscience, of religion, of person anu 
of the press. 

Brieily sketching these he showed 
that all are democratic doctrines. 

When sketching the republican par- 
ty he said it had its origin in the 
Hamiltonian theory of centralization 
as contra-distinguished from the dem- 
ocratic theory of state’s rights. 

He illustrated “‘ebaracteristie cour- 
age’ of democrats by showing that 
the democrats in Vermont for half a 
centtirry have trudged across moun- 
tains and in snow and slush in order 
to cast their votes for principles, al- 
though with the certain knowledze 
that their votes would not affect the 
result. 

Mr. Hiollomon pointed out the pres- 
ent differences between the demo- 
eratic and republican parties. ‘The 
fundamental of these, he said, was the 
history of centralization ideas of the 
republican and of the state right 
ideas of the democratic party. Hes 
pointed out that the negro question 
was not a distinguishing issue be- 


tween the two parties and that the | 


economic question of tariff probabiv 
was the greatest issue. He pointed

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PERKINS CHOSEN 
ON REPARATIONS 


BY JOHN O'BRIEN. 

Paris, |October 10.—Thomas Nelson 
Perkins, la prominent attorney of Bos- 
ton, hag been appointed American 
representative on the reparations 
commission and thus another Ameri- 
can hbas|entered the European scene 
as an important arbiter of the repara- 
tions problem. 

The position to be assumed by Per- 
kins was provided for by the London 
agreement among the allies for ap- 
ply'ng the Dawes plan. The post is 
a uniqué one- Perkins will represent 
no government, but on all questions 
relating |to the Dawes plan, he will 
have soting power and an official 
‘ith the reparations commis- 


status 
sion. 

The Ijondon accord contain the fol- 
lowin. provision: 


“When the reparations commission 
is de‘ibdrating on any. point relating 
to the report (the Dawes renort), a 
citizen df the United States of Amer- 
iea shell take part in the discus- 
sions and shall vote.” 


The neal reason for providing the 
position| was to obtain the services 
of an American on the commission, 


because ithe United States government, 
so far has refused to be represented 
officiaily. 

The importance of Perkins’ posi- 
tion will rank alongside that of the 


agent-gemeral for reparations pay- 
ments. Despite the broad powers 
given the agent-general, he will be 


responsible in the last analysis to the 
reparations commission. Moreover, as 
Perkirs| will be unfettered by official 
restrictions of any government, he 
will be lable to act as a sort of repre- 
sentati of all the publics in the 
Dawes plan. 

If sctne situation developed in the 
reparations commission on which 
Perkinal believed the peoples of the 
world should be informed, or which 
he thought was a bad influence to a 
just settlement of a reparations prob- 
lem, he could make public his views 
with a lfrankness which would be for- 
bidden |xanother member of the com- 
mis:ion| because of restraifiing§ gov- 
ernmental influence. 

Perkins was appointed by unani- 
mons vite of the reparations commis- 
sion. The London agreement provides 
that he hold office for five years. The 
important provision is made, however, 
that should the United States become 
represented officially on the commis- 
sion, any American holding the extra- 
official) post would cease to hold of- 
fice na no similar appointment 
wont he made so long as the United 
States |had an official delegate.

Chicago, October 10.—All_ that 
money cen buy—comforts in a luxur- 
iously-appointed hotel apartment, 
skille] medical treatment, flowers, 
presents and, in addition, the unceas- 
ing kindness of a devoted husband, 
fail to soften the poignant memories 
that linger with Mrs. Jacob Franks 
of the brutal murder of her 14-year- 
old son, Robert. 

Franks, the bereaved father, is dis- 
appointed and bewildered over the 
failure of his efforts to erase from his 
wife's mind the thoughts that haunt 


her. He is a broken and pathetic man 


who sperds most of his time talking 
to friends and chance callers at his 
office of his dead son and his at- 
tempts to restore his wife to a sem- 
blance of her former self. 

“T sold our old home on Hyde Park 
boulevard because everything there 
remindec my poor wife of our son, 
who walked out to school one day 
and never came back,” Franks told 
a newspaperman who called on him. 
“But that has done little good. When 
we were there Mrs. Franks cried con- 
tinua!lly and repeatedly told us that 
Rober would come back. I thought 
that hotel life might do her good, so

ed,” he continued. “I have all her 
meals sent to our apartment so that 
people won't stare at her.

In a faltering voice. Franks -de 
scribed the frequent visits of his wife 
to Robert’s grave. 

“Sometimes I think she is recover- 
ing.” he said, “and then she and I 
go through a night of horror. Last. 
night she cried the whole night 
througa and never went to sleep. 

“Seheol has started again, and 
when she sees the children coming and 
going, she bursts into tears. She goes 
to the box where we have kept Bol- 
by’s essays and looks at them until 
she comes to the one that tells what 
our son thought about capital pun- 
ishment. He thought it was wrong to 
put people to death and that comforts 
his ‘nother a little, because she knows 
that Robert would be satisfied be- 
cause his slayers were not put to 
death.”’ 

Every day Franks goes to his little 
office. He is supposed to be transact- 
ing a real estate business, but he has 
done no business of any kind since 
his son was murdered. In his office 
he spends most of his time going over 
dozens of letters that pour into him 
from ail parts of the world, most of 
them tendering him sympathy. 


Rankin Demands U.S. Report 


Mississippi Congressman 
Asserts Federal Figures 
Show 3 Per Cent Loss in 
Acreage. 


Tupelo, Miss., October 10.—Repre- 


sentative J. E. Rankin, of Mississippi, 
announced today that he had written 
to Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
in Wushington that cotton acreage 
abandonment figures, collected by the 
department, be made public at once. 

-{r. Rankin’s letter was in reply to 
a telegram from Mr. Wallace which, 
in tuvn, was in answer toa. tele- 
graphic request made by Mr. Rankin 
prior tc the issuance of the recent 
October crop report urging that acre- 
age abandonment figures be made 
publie at the same time the crop re- 
port was issued. 

Mr. Wallace said in his message 
the “information on probable aban- 
donment” gathered by field repre- 
sentatives of the department had 
been utilized ia connection with the 
production forecasts, that the aban- 
donment since June 25 was allowed 
for in depariment “pars” and that 
“any unusual abandonment is re- 
flected in condit‘on figures.” 

Explains What “Pars” Means. 

Mr. Rankin fakes issue with the 
“nars’ system and insisted that the 
figures should be made public. 

“Pars,” Mr. Ksankin deelared, “sint- 
ply means, when stripped of depart- 
mental camoutlage, the number o0¢ 
pounds of lint votton which the de- 
partment of agriculture estimates 
will be produced per acre, on an av- 
erage, or would be produced on every 
acre if the crop was 100 per cent 
perfect. ... You had just as well say 
the ‘pars’ will absorb the boll weevil. 
the wet weather, the dry weather, the 
rust, the blight, the early frost and 
all the other adversities a cotton crap 
is heir to as to say that the ‘pars’ 
can be made to ebsorb the abandonel 
acreage. 3 

Acreage Is 3 Per Cent. 

“T understand the abandoned acre- 
age indicated by the statistics gath- 
ered by the department amotnts to 
more than 3 per cent,” Mr. Rankin 
said in his letter. ‘‘If that is true, it 
ought to reduce the department's esti- 
mate of present crop 400,000 or 500,000 
bales and give farmers the benefit 
of the advance in: price which is sure 
to follow the publication of the fig- 
ures showing this abandoned acreage.” 

Mr. Rankin said in his letter that 
failure to make publie the figures was 
a refusal to “give this information to 
the same public which paid for gather- 


a %

ing and compiling it” ana asserted 
that the department “proposes to cive 
the information to the house in De- 


cember—long after it is too late to be 
of benefit to the farmer.”’ 


Again Demands Report. 

In answer to Mr. Wallace's state- 
ment that information was secured to 
build up the background for use in 
later years in improving the production 
forecasts, Mr. Rankin urged that “‘giv- 
ing this information to the public now 
would not deprive the department of 
agriculture of the use of it for future 
reference.” 

“Cotton ought to he selling above 
50 cents a pound,” Mr. Rankin de- 
clared in his letter, “and the chances 
are that it will be when the facts 
relative to crop conditions become 
known. But the unfortunate thing 
about it is that a vast majority of 
it will have left the farmers’ hands 
before the public realizes the true 
situation, as was the case last year 
when. the department of agriculture 
gave out its inflated estimate on 
October 1.. . . I want to again 
insist that the department make pub- 
lic at once their abandoned acreage 
report. They have no moral richt 
to withhold it and, in my opinion, 
they have no legal right te do so.”

Answer—I fear my notions about 
the curability of syphilis are not very 
encouraging. In my opinion an indi- 
vidual, once infected, will have 
syphilis the rest of his life. I think 
that is true of tuberculosis likewise. 
Yet I believe most persons with tuber- 
culosis recover good health—the dis- 
ease becomes arrested under good 
treatment. [ believe most persons 
with syphilis recoved good health— 
that disease likewise hecomes arrested 
under the proper medical treatment.

TWO-SIDED AFFAIR 
AT NEW ORLEANS. 

New Orleans, October 10.—The cot- 
ton market today was decidedly two- 
sided, advancing about 45 points dur- 
ing the morning and losing all the gain 
during the afternoon and a trifle more 
and closing at a small net loss for the 
day.

Cited by Wheeler 
Found With!.C.C. 


Washington, October 10.—An- 
nouncing the finding after a search 
of public records of an agreement be- 
lieved to be the one referred to by 
Senator Wheeler in recent campaign 
addresses as a “seeret contract be- 
tween J. P. Morgan’s Alaska Steam- 
ship company and the govérnment- 
owned Alaska railroad,” fixing the 
division of freight rates between the 
two concerns as joint shipments, Sec- 
retary Work today declared that the 
contract neither was secret nor cou- 
fined to the two organizations des- 
ignated by the independent vice presi- 
dential candidate. 

“Senator Wheeler seems to have been 
misinformed,” said Secretary Work. 
who explained the contract was en- 
tered into before he assumed charge 
of the interior department. “The 
joint tariff contract betwen the Alas- 
ka Steamship company and the Alas- 
ka railroad is not a secret agree- 
ment. It is on file with the inter- 
state commerce commission, and any 
one who wants to see it may do so 
simply by making the request. 

‘‘Moreover, the contract is not an 
exclusive contract betwen the Alaska 
Steamship company and the Alaska 
railroad. There is another’ steam- 
ship line with which the Alaska rail- 
road has the identical contract, both 
in wording and in the division of 
rates. This company is the Pacific 
Steamship company, a competitor of 
the Alaska Steamship company. |
